ARMY TO RESUME 
CARRYING MAIL 
ON NINE ROUTES 


Air Service To Be Re- 
stored ‘Probably Today,’ 
Says Announcement of 
Postoffice Department. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(/)— 
A list of the curtailed schedules which 
the army will fly when its mail planes 
go aloft again was made public today 
at the postoffice department, along 
with the assertion the army had said 
it was prepared to fly the mails at 
the time the private contracts were 
canceled. It was said the army would 


resume service over nine routes “prob- | 
ably tomorrow.” 
The new schedule, as made public 


by postoffice officials, includes: 

Boston to New York. New York to 
San Francisco, via Chicago and Salt 
Lake City: New York to Jackson. 
ville, Washington to Atlanta, Chicago 
to Dallas, via Kansas City and Sr, 
Louis; Salt Lal:e to Seattle, Salt Lake 
to San Diego, via Los Angeles; Chey- 
enne to Denver and Chicago to St.

State Directors From 12 

Southern States Gather 
and Offer Permanent 
Rehabilitation Plans. 


State directors of relief from 12 
southern states Monday oftered plans 
for permanent rehabilitation of rural 
areas, calling for expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars over a period of at 
least one year. 

Open discussions on the needs*sof 
the southern farm tenant and land- 
lord were held following a_ general 
outline of the program as suggested 
by the federal emergency relief ad- 
ministration. 

Assistant National Administrator 
Lawrence Westbrook told the direc- 
tors, representatives of agricultural 
institutions and .tate agricultural de- 


partments that a solution to the rural 
problem would wipe out the greater 
part of the relief trouble in the south. 

Colonel Westbrook presided over the 
sessions in the absence of Administra- 
tor Harry I.. Hopkins, who was de- 
layed in arriving from Florida, Hop- 
kins will preside over the sessions to- 
day. 

Bean Optimistic. 

Louis H. Bean, economic advisor 
of the agricultural adjustment adniin- 
istration, was optimistic in his talk 
during which he told the state admin- 
istrators and other conferees that the 
dapat yuan of agriculture “may be 
able.sot transfer surplus Jivestock from 
certain jareas fo the needy sections,” 
adding that this phase of the proposed 
plan was being investigated. 

Bean said it vas important that 
emphasis be placed on non-agricultural 
activities to produce cash incomes, on 
account of the crop-reduction pro- 
gram, 

Westbrook said that almost any 
project which would be of benefit to 
the permanent rehabilitation would be 
approved by the administration. 

He added that practically the en- 
tire set-up with which the CWA was 
operated would be in chirge of the 
rural rehabilitation work. The na- 
tional administration will lay duwn 
rules and regulations to state adminis- 
trators as before, 

The individual states will have 
planning boards, advisory committees, 
county organizations: and community 
committees.

Measure May Reduce Mini- 
mum Acreage of Great 
Smoky Unit. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(4)— 
Despite the opposition of some repub- 
lican members, it appeared today that 
the house public lands committee to- 
morrow wilJ report favorably the 
Weaver bill to reduce the minimum 
acreage of the Great, Smoky Moun- 
tains national park and to allow ad- 
dition to the park of land bought with 
money allocated by executive order. 

Two republican members, Repre- 
sentatives Mott, of Oregon, and Ed- 
monds, of Pennsylvania, criticized that 
part of the bill which would allow 
land to be purchased with $1,550,000 
set aside by President Roosevelt from 
the emergency conservation fund to 
be added to the park. 

Arno B. Cammerer, director of na- 
tional parks, explained, however, that 
this land would be purchased any way 
and would be added to the public do- 
main but the Weaver bill was neces- 
sary to give the park service author- 
ity to administer this land as part 
of the Smokies, 

No objection was voiced to the pro- 
posal to reduce the minimum acreage 
from 427,000 acres fixed in the act 
creating the park in 1926 to 400,000. 

Cammerer and Representative Wea- 
ver, democrat, North Carolina, in 
whose district a large portion of the 
park lies, said that the approximate- 
ly $10,000.000 raised by North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee with the aid of a 
$5,000,000 gift from the Laura Spel- 
man Rockefeller memorial, was not 
sufficient to purchase the 427,000 
acres and therefore the reduction was 
asked. 

The Rockefeller gift was contingent 
upon the states raising a similar 
amount, with the fund matching do- 
nations dollar for dollar up to $5,000,- 
000. As approximately $500,000 in 
pledges have not been paid, Cammer- 
er said use of the $1,550,000 allocated 
by the president would enable the 
park to receive approximately $500,- 
000 from the Rockefeller fund.

Income tax collections are running 
above treasury estimates. 

Secretary Morgenthau made the 
statement today as only three more 
days remained for filing returns on 
1933 incomes. Returns must be in 
the mail by midnight March 15.

SOAP OF ee WOMEN 


Code Violations in Fu- 
ture To Get Speedier 
Disciplinary Action. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(4)— 
Radical changes in NRA’s pr6gram 
of code enforcement are coming. The 
administration expects to cut out the 
long delays now occurring before re- 
ported chiselers are disciplined. 

The precise line to be taken will be 
chosen formally probably as soon as 
some pending court cases against code 
violators are settled. If restraining 
orders are obtained to stop the viola- 
tion in one or two cases injunction 
proceedings may be used wholesale. 
This is regarded as the swiftest meth- 
od for making chiselers suffer in the 
pocketbook, which officials view as a 
very sensitive business organ. 

Hugh §S. Johnson has made up his 
mind that compliance work must be 
a keystone of NRA work and he in- 
tends to get this part of the reform 
program now under way worked out 
as fast as any of the code changes. 

Regulations for use of the new, 
code-numbered Blue Eagle have been 
delayed so far because of trouble in 
working out an equitable and thor- 
oughly legal way of making displayers 
af the eagle contribute their share 
of the expense of administering the 
code. Johnson wants the symbol to 
be accessible to every legitimate em- 
ployer bat does not want to put a 
bonus on non-co-operatives in the 
task of industrial self-government.

Approximately 20 employers claim- 
ed the decree was effective at mid- 
night Saturday and that the decree 
authorized them to ignore the syndi- 
bee and operate on its open-shop 
asis.

Succumbs in Seattle

his boots off at the age of 74.

Signiticance of Macon Mounds 


Work Progresses 


MACON, Ga., March 11.—Exten- 
sive excavations on a site where may 
have been located the ancient capital 
of the Creek Confederacy—which 
would have been one of the most im- 
portant places in North America be- 
fore the days of European settlement 
—are being carried on by the Smith- 
sonian Institution in co-operation 
with the state of Georgia. 

This is now represented by a group 
of mounds here, formerly in the midst 
of an extensive Indian settlement. It 


Bartram, who wrote concerning it: 

“If we are to give credit to the 
account the Creeks give of themselves, 
the place is remarkable €or being the 
first town (or settlement) where they 
sat down after their immigration from 
the west, beyond the Mississippi, their 
original native country. On this long 
journey they suffered great and in- 
numerable difficulties, encountering 
and vanquishing numerous and varied 
tribes of Indians who opposed and re- 
tarded their march. MHaving crossed 
the river, still pushing eastward, they 
were obliged to make a stand ‘and 
fortify themselves in this place as 
their only remaining hope, being to 
the last degree persecuted and weak- 
ened by their surronnding foes. 


“Having formed for themselves this 
retreat, and driven off the inhabitants 


by degrees, they recovered their spir- 
its and again faced their enemies, 
when they came off victorious in a 
memorable and decisive battle. They 
afterwards gradually subdued their 
surrounding enemies, strengthening 
themselves by taking into a confed- 
eration the surrounding tribes.” 

Whether the town was actually the 
Creek capital is highly debatable, 
however, says Dr. John R. Swanton, 
Smithsonian authority on the south- 
eastern Indians. Bartram’s testimony 
constitutes about the only real evi- 
dence and his Indian informants may 
have been mistaken. 

Prior to 1715 it was the site of a 
large, sprawling town or collection of 
villages, occupied by the Hitchiti tribe, 
a subordinate tribe of the Creek Con- 
federation. That is about all that is 
positively known about it. - 

The excavation is being condueted 
under the direction of Dr. Arthur R. 
Kelly and James A. Ford, as repre- 
sentatives of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. Started as a CWA project, it 
is being continued with the co-opera- 
tion of the state of Georgia. 

A well-preserved Creek house i 
among the objects uncovered. Ihe 
excavators also. are uncovering the 
site of a Creek “playground.” “The 
material is being left in place, so far 
as possible, for the benefit of local 
residents and tourists.

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COUNCIL MEETS A CRISIS. 

City council is to be commend- 
ed for its unanimous action in 
adopting a budget satisfactory: to 
the mayor and which, it is be- 
li¢ved, will also be acceptable to 
the banks from which the city 
must secure an advance to pay cur- 
rent expenses.

UNIFIED TRANSPORT CONTROL. 

The recommendation to congress 
by Transportation Co-ordinator 
Eastman that all methods of trans- 
portation be put under the control 
of the interstate commerce com- 
mission seeks a step that is neces- 
sary for the future welfare not only 
of the railroads but of motor and 
ship companies as well. 

In his report, Mr. Eastman 
stresses that “it has become evi- 


.|dent that the entire transportation 


industry, including the _ other 
agencies as well as the railroads, is 
in need of the guiding hand of 
government control, if a threaten- 
ing chaos is to be transformed into 
ordef.” 

The report outlines the object 
of such control as being the as- 
certainment of the proper function 
of each type of transportation, to 
protect them in the performance 
of such functions, prevent waste- 
ful duplication of service without 
eliminating such competition as is 
economically sound, and promote 
a system of stable rates which will 
reflect the lowest costs of good 
service but afford the necessary 
foundation for credit.” 

Not until the transportation sys- 
tem of the country is put on such 
a plane can it render the proper 
service, but this will not be pos- 
sible so long as part of it is sub- 
ject to strict regulation and high 
taxation, while other types are al- 
lowed to operate as they please and 
go practically scot-free from tax- 
ation. 

The placing of all transportation 
companies, whether rail, water, 
highway or air, on a sounder eco- 
nomic basis, will benefit not only 
the traveling public and the in- 
vestors in transportation securi- 
ties, but the financial framework of 
the country generally and both 
state and local governments, many 
of which now receive a material 
portion of their revenues from the 
railroads. 

The railroads are fast rehabili- 
tating themselves from the disas- 
trous period through which they 
have passed, but for their efforts to 
be successful they must be relieved 
of the discrimination now enjoyed 
by ‘other types of transportation 
having lower taxation, lower wage 
scales and longer hours of work 
for employes. 

Equal supervision and control by 
the federal government of all types 
of transportation is vitally nécés- 
sary, and congress should act fa- 
vorably upon Mr. Eastman’s sugges- 
tion. 


YEAR-ROUND STAGE PLAYS. 

Announcement of plans for the 
reopening of the Erlanger theater, 
on a basis calling for year-round 
presentation of all types of stage 
attractions, further reflects the re- 
cently renewed interest in the legit- 
imate stage. 

After a considerable period when 
the city had no stage presentations 
of any kind, an unpretentious stock 
company had a successful séason at 


which seems to be entirely plausible. 
It is certainly not a new debt and | 
all the city asks is that it may post: | 
pone, through the refunding proc- | 
ess, the payment of the bonds which :

Rising Tide 
Of Fascism. 


With the collapse of the Austrian 
democracy, fascism has overwhelmed 
one more country and others are to 
follow. Poland is on the verge, and 
so is. Rumania. Hungary is to all 
intents and purposes a fascist state 
already, and everywhere else in Eu- 
rope groups and parties are. actively 
engaged in making propaganda for 
the totalitarian state. 

Democracy has entered its death- 
agony. Unless some quick, puissant 
rallying movement sets in, democ- 
racy is going tu be swept from the 
face of the earth. If that occurs, 
And it seems almost inevitable at this 
time, the historical process will have 
been reversed. It is not difficult to 
describe what man has been doing, or 
trying to do, through all the centu- 
ries gone by. Popular treatises like 
H. G. Wells’ “Outline of History” 
and Hendrik van Loon’s “Story of 
Mankind” have made familiar the 
trend of social evolution. 

We feel the impulse of the move- 
ment like the theme of a symphony, 
growing, expanding, caught in mad 
intricacies of discord, lost in chaotic 
cadences of sound, but always emerg- 
ing and rising into the _ prophetic 
paean of final and exultant triumph. 
It was an upward move, the course 
man took in history. Often he stum- 
bled and bruised himself in stumbling, 
but slowly he advanced. 

Fascism seeks to turn man back. 
“We want the Middle Ages back,” 
says Dr, Alfred Rosenberg. Fascism 
is going to halt the upward march 
and will succeed for a moment, but in 
the perspective of history that mo- 
ment* will be but a brief one. The 
march goes on, inexorably, fascism 
itself merely prepares a terrific -ex- 
plosion, which in the end will pro- 
pel men forward so fast that he more 
than makes up for the time he was 
delayed. _Burning books,  enslaving 
the working class, proscribing learn- 
ing, eliminating woman from social! 
and public life, exalting martial 
achievements, shouting that airplanes 
and cannons are more beautiful than 
words. All that stuff might sound 
grandiose and big. In the end it 
spells doom and disaster. Fascism 
isn’t history’s last word, by any 
means. Beyond it lies a new and con- 
Sistent democracy.

| “Health Talks

NOT ALL IS COMMON SENSE 
THAT SOUNDS THAT WAY. 
Many adults who have not required 

glasses for comfortable vision before 
40 do need glasses after that age. 
though the change of sight is so grad- 
ual that they are slow to heed it. I do 
not believe it is advisable for every 
one to have an eye examination or 
test of vision made at any time. But 
adults of mature age who become 
conscious of any difficulty in reading 
fine print, for instance, should give 
themselves the benefit of an ege ex- 
amination. For persons of mature age 
it doesn’t matter whether the meas- 
urement of vision is made by an 
oculist (eye physician), an optometrist 
(person trained to measure vision) or 
an optician (one who makes or deals 
in optical instruments and eye 
glasses). If the price is no object, per- 
haps the optician with long experience 
in fitting glasses, will give the most 
satisfaction. Otherwise, I should pre- 
fer the optometrist (at least I have 
found optometrists more capable in 
this work than oculists who have fur- 
nished glasses for me), 

A second class of people who should 
wear glasses but do not are youthful 
persons who reluct to wear glasses be- 
cause they think glasses will detract 
from their personal appearance. That 
may be so, yet the impairment of vi- 
sion that is likely to occur from long 
neglect . of moderate refractive error 
or unconscious strain will spoil per- 
sonal appearance even more at a time 
in life when it is a better asset than 
it is in early youth. Begides, the eye- 
glasses available today detract little 
if at all from good looks. 

The third and most important class 
of people who should wear glasses but 
do not are near-sighted children. 

Myopia is the medical term for 
near-sightedness. It is a common con- 
dition, often hereditary, and may be 
present at birth. Its prevalence in- 
creases steadily from primary school 
age up to college age. That is, the 
myopia becomes more and more mani- 
fest as the child grows older. 

Here is a condition which demands 
the knowledge and diagnostic and 
therapeutic skill of the physician.

The oculist, and not an optometrist 
or optician, should have charge of the 
care of vision in the near-sighted 
child. 

A large group of near-sighted chil- 
dren have difficulty in seeing black- 
board lessons. Teachers not rarely ax- 
and unwise parents assent to 
the suggestion that the child is dull 
or stupid or lazy when in fact the 
child has never had a break which 
proper glasses would give him. 

Here are a few rules for the preser- 
vation of vision in near-sighted eyes: 

1. The child should not do close 
work f + more than half an hour at 
a time. The child should never attend 
a school that does not give regular 
morning and afternoon outdoor recess. 

2. Light should come from above, 
behind and over the left shoulder of 
a right-handed child or vice versa. 

3. The child should be taught to 
walk, stand, sit erect. particularly to 
keep the head erect, the chin in collar 


habit.

They may point out that Mr. Cummings has been 
fully as brilliant in politics as in law. They may resurrect the fact 
that the attorney-general was chairman of the democratic national 
committee for five years and an official of every national conven- 
tion for the last three decades. 

If they do, his friends can point out that he was state’s at- 
torney for Fairfield county, Connecticut, for 10 years.

EXPERTS DISAGREE 


ON EXCHANGE BIL 


Substitute Provisions 
Urged to Permit Mar- 
gins as Low as 25 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—()— 
An undercover dispute tonight split 
the technical experts who are revising 


the stock exchange bill, with Ferdi- 
nand Pecora and his associates com- 
posing one faction, objecting to re- 
laxations in the measure’s minimum 
margin requirements otherwise agreed 
upon. 

Over the week-end others of the 
bill’s authors wrote into it a substitute 
provision that would permit margirs 
as low as 25 per cent in some cases. 
The original measure, written by Pe- 
cora, Thomas Corcoran, youthful coun- 
sel for the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion, and James Landis, of the fed- 
eral trade commission, proposed a 60 
per cent minimum. 

_ Meanwhile it was learned an unof- 
ficial representative of President 
Roosevelt has been participating in 
the conferences. His name was not 
disclosed. Although he has ideas of 
his own on the subject his function, 
so far as the White House is con- 
cerned, has been to keep the chief 
executive advised of developments.

Word spread, too, that the federal 
reserve board was represented in the 
week-end conferences on the measure.

Its importance was emphasized by 
Roland Redmond, exchange counsel 
in a plea to Pecora that it be kept in 
strictest confidence. Publication, he 
said, would “threaten the financial life 
of many men in business for years to 
come.” Nevertheless, Pecora strong- 
ly indicated its contents eventually 
would be given to the press, after he 
and his associates have studied them. 

In addition the exchange submit- 
ted a list of all transactions in United 
Aircraft between December 1 and the 
time of the annullment of airmail 
contracts. This revealed that the 
market in that stock for that period 
consisted of an effort by those hold- 
ing its shares to unload them. Al-

PERSONALITY PLUS WASHINGTON, March 12.—1 have 

had some experience in those mass 
newspaper interviews in which the newspaper boys and girls rally 
around at an appointed time in some ante-room or corridor and, 
presently, are bidden into some great man’s presence. But never 
have | encounteréd a subject of this type who lay it on the line 
as Mr. Roosevelt does when the doors of his little, circular office 
are flung open and the crowd goes crashing in to line up at his 
desk and fire away. They barge in on him with a scuffle and whoop 
and there he sits at his desk with a cigaret holder, apparently one 
of the three-for-a-nickle, throw-away kind, cocked in his mouth 
and his head canted to the left to give clearance for the smoke as 
it drifts up past his right eye. 


Never a champion-chaser and, always suspicious of charm in 

Roosevelt’s captivating way with 
people was unimportant and that if he were a good president he 
would still be just as good a man in his job if he were as ornery 
as a desk sergeant in a world of pickpockets. On the other hand, 
I reckoned that if Mr. Hoover had been as affable as Jack Dempsey 
that would have been very unfortunate, because charm might have 
endeared him, personally, to the citizens and induced them to re- 
elect him. Theoretically, if a man has the makings of a good presi- 
dent it shouldn’t make any difference to the citizens whether he 
beats his dog, snarls at waiters and even keeps a harem on his 
own time. But practically, of course, that isn’t so at all. A good: 
president has got to get along with congress and people and leave 
the reporters laughing when he says good-bye, because that is an 
important part of his job. 


ANSWERS ’EM | used to run with the crowd to periodical 

interviews with a British admiral named 
Blinker Hall, in London, and always when we came out of his 
office we would marvel that we could have asked so many ques- 
tions and received so few square answers and so little honest in- 
formation. Blinker Hall was their chief of naval intelligence. He 
posed as an all-knowing and mysterious character with eyes in the 
back of his head. But he was just a boss fly-cop who would have 
been very dumb indeed not to have known a thing or two, con- 
sidering the money he had behind him with which to buy informa- 
tion and his access to the private correspondence of everybody in 
England. He had a very insulting nickname for Josephus Daniels, 
the secretary of the American navy, which he used to toss into his 
sneering remarks about the U. S. A., but we were down at White- 
hall to catch any news we could, and did not call him for this until 
one afternoon when Hal O’Flaherty took his job in his hands and 
set him back on his heels with some personal remarks of an un- 
expected nature. Mr. O’Flaherty gave Blinker Hall hell, and the 
old Blinker took it. 

Still, we never did get any news out of him, or the war office 
general in charge of operations, or Lord Robert Cecil, of the foreign 
office, unless it was some propaganda which they wish to get into 
the American papers. In a way, this was phony news, but it was 
the only news in town. 

1 went to one of Mr. Hoover’s mass interviews once when he 
was president, and of ali the interviewees 1 encountered he was 
the most timid. You had to write out your questions in advance, 
but, even so, Mr. Hoover wouldn’t commit himself to the time of 
day from a hatful of watches. So he would throw out most of 
the questions and answers yes and no to others, and the journalists 
told me that they finally checked up and caught him slipping in 
questions of his own so that he could deliver answers which made 
political material for Mr. Hoover. 

But Mr. Roosevelt sits. there and turns his smile from one wing 
of the lineup to the other as questions fly out of the gathering 
and answers them as easily as a traffic cop telling a stranger the 
way to Walnut street, and I heard him stall only once and that 
time on a question which was pretty badly put. This free-and-easy 
way of doing in the press interviews seems to be a part of a new 
deal which is apparent in his public addresses and papers. As an 
orator he has broken away from the old-fashioned, Fourth of July 
school, and when he wishes to pass a few remarks to the press 
or over the air he does not burble about the founding fathers or 
the stern and rockbound coast of Maine, and he has yet to beat 
his chest and holler anything about the grand old heritage. 


FORTHRIGHTNESS He came pretty close to naming names 


in his address to the opening of con- 
gress where he referred to the larcenous bankers and the kidnapers 
in the course of one thought, and might have done so, at that, but 
for the risk uf inciting a lynching. 

It would amuse you, I think, to note the attitude of Mr. Roose-

So Mr. Boettiger gets his answers and goes back and writes pieces 
which do not give Mr. Roosevelt any the best of it, and the whole 
proceeding reminds me of the way I used to scuffle with Mr. James 
Farley in print when he was chairman of the prize fight commission

100 days a year, will be had for the 
heads of families.” 
Working of Plan. 

The plan works like this: 

There will be a community board 
which will select worthy families now 
on relief or CWA rolls. The loca! 
board will refer the family to the 
county board, which, in turn, will 
refer it to the state board. If the 
family’s subsistence is approved, land 
will be provided and a small farm 
stock turned over to the family. Seed 
and other things needed to get the 
farm started will be given the family 
and it will be directed to go on its 
way, under the supervision of the com- 
mittees. 

No local boards have yet been named 
in Georgia, but the state board will 
be the board of regents of the unt- 
versity system, that group having been 
named by Governor Eugene Talmadge. 

The administrator said he felt that 
state and federal highway work should 
be pooled in order that projects could 
be undertaken at various places at 
the particular time of the year that 
the farmers of the area could leave 
their land to work on the roads. 

Plenty of Land Found. 

Mr. Hopkins isn’t worried where the 
land will come from. He has had his 
gigantic force looking into that detail 
and he has found more than enough 
land in every state in the Union which 
has been taken over by the local gov- 
ernments for non-payment of taxes. 
He's going to demand that these local 
governments contribute a share ef 
those lands to the program. It will 
be part of the co-operation. 

He believes that he will be able to 
interest the small industries to locate 
in the key spots. But if he’s unable 
to interest private industries he ex- 
pects to be able to use federal funds 
to finance someone who is interested. 
but does not have funds to launch a 
factory or cannery or whatever the 
case may be. 

Mr. Hopkins thinks the plan will 
work. It will cut relief rolls in the 
rural areas and will get farmers now 
in the cities back to the soil. 

Enthusiastic Dreamer. 

Mr. Hopkins looks and acts the 
dreamer. He talks of his program with 
a zest. He believes in it and after 
talking about it makes his hearers be- 
lieve in it. 

The administrator whe came from 
away out in Iowa years ago is keen- 
ly interested in farming and he plans 
to put into practice some of the things 
he learned long ago. 

He is in many respects the antithesis 
of Governor Talmadge, with whom he 
hada verbal quarrel some months ago, 
but apparently he has the same deep 
interest in the farmer that Talmadge 
has and is of the belief that recovery 
first must come to the rural aréas 
and then to the cities—which is the 
Talmadge creed.

“T had hoped that some compromise 
could be worked out that would be ac- 
ceptable to the president,” Byrns said, 
“but he says flatly that he will veto 
it. In voting for this bill we are just 
making an idle political gesture.” 

On final passage, 231 democrats 
were joined by 59 republicans and five 
farmer-laborites for the measure, with 
74: democrats and 51 republicans vot- 
ing against. 

On the motion to discharge, 246 
democrats, 62 republicans and five 
farmer-laborites, voted for, and 55 
democrats and 49 republicans against. 

Much of the debate circled about 


the manner in which the bonus would 
be paid. It calls for issuance of United 
States notes of small denominations 
which would be circulated as cur- 
rency. 

“This bill does not cost the taxpayer 
an additional cent; it doesn’t unbal- 
ance the budget,” argued Representa- 
tive Vinson, of Georgia, a member of 
the ways and means committee. 

“It is only the beginning of that 
great scheme for printed money,” re- 
plied Representative Gifford, repub- 
lican, Massachusetts.

similar to a proposal for toll on can- 
ving. 
Part-Time Employment. 

As a supplement to the subsistence 
farming program the committee sug- 
gested projects providing part-time em- 
ployment. These included: 


Rural Housing Program—Repair 
and imprevement of farm homes; ru- 
ral electrification; forest planting; 
game preserves and fish ponds; high- 
way . beautification; landscaping and 
repair of rural schools; public ¢ealth 
program; rural recreation and market 
centers ; community refrigeration 
plants; building market roads. 

It also was suggested that a small 
staff of trained or technical workers 
be employed for land classification 
and soil erosion control. 

The Georgia committee also sug- 
gested social and educational proj- 
ects, and farnmr and home studies to 
include. marketing and farm financing 
and credit. Relief depots also were 
included in the Georgia plan. In 
these centers a plan could be develop- 
ed, the committeemen said, whereby 
dislocated farm families could be 
trained and established on farms, 

Administrative Organization. 

The Georgia administrative organi- 
zation was suggested as follows: 

“The state planning board shall 
serve in an advisory capacity in de- 
velopment of the . .. program, the 
several state departments, institutions 
and agencies assisting in planning of 
projects dealing with their jurisdic- 
tion or training.” 

“County advisory committees com- 
posed of the county relief administra- 
tor, county agent, home demonstration 
agent, ranking teaching of vocational 
agriculture, and a fifth person select- 
ed by this group shall make recom- 
mendations to the state administrator. 

“Later community committees may 
be selected. 

“A division of rural rehabilitation 
shall be created within the organiza- 
tion of the state relief administrator, 
and shall be in charge of a director 
who will be assisted by the necessary 
field staff. 

“In each county in which this pro- 
gram is projected there shall be a 
county director of rural rehabilita- 
tion. The county director shall be 
nominated by the county committee.” 

Governor Talmadge already has se- 
lected the state board of regents as 
members of the rural rehabilitation 
planning board. 

State Projects Suggested. 

Some state projects suggested and 
asked to be included in the general 
rehabilitation program included: 

Obtaining land, building houses, re- 
pairing houses, lending tenants hogs, 
cows, chickens and necessary groceries 
until he becomes self-sustaining; se- 
euring supplies and work stock from 
landlords or other agencies. 

Numerous supplemental programs 
were outlined for part time employ- 
ment, 

Group meetings of engineers, direc- 
tors of women’s work and administra- 
tors were held during the »pening day 
of the conference, which will « »nclude 
tonight. 

Federal officials said that should 
the program be adopted the estimated 
direct relief work in the 11 southern 
states. (Florida not included in fig- 
ures from which estimates were 
made) would involve 1,181.000 fami- 
lies, of which number 760, wonld 
come under the rehabilitation pro- 
gram,

Desperado Reported En 
Route to Lima to Seek 
to Free Henchmen. 


LIMA, Ohio, March 12.—()—An- 
other of Slippery John Dillinger’s 
henchmen went on trial for murder 
here today in a nest of machine guns. 

Common Pleas Judge E. E, Everett 
announced tersely from the bench he 


had received word Dillinger is en 
route to Lima with a jail-wrecking 
crew. 

At Columbus, Governor George 
White and his daughter were put un- 
der an armed guard. Lima itself was 
spotted with the khaki of national 
guardsmen. 

On trial was Charles Makley, 
charged with the murder of former 
Sheriff Jess Sarber last October when 
the desperate Dillinger was “sprung” 
from the jail here in a medley of pis- 
tol shots. 

The brief announcement from the 
bench regarding the imminence of a 
raid by Dillinger to release Makley, 
Harry Pierpont—convicted early Sun- 
day and sentenced to die—and Rus- 
sell Clark, fell on a tempestuous court 


“We have received direct word,” 
said Judge Everett, ‘that Dillinger is 
on his way here with armed men. 

Tending to support the statement, 
which officials declined to amplify, 
was a report earlier in the day that 
Dillinger, who walked out of the Crown 
Point, Ind., jail last week, had been 
seen at Toledo, some 60 miles north- 
east of here. 

Judge Everett made the statement 
as he overruled a defense motion for 
a change of venue based on the charge 
that military preparations here are 
prejudicial. 

Makley, a pleasant-faced man, walk- 
ed into court today with his hands 
in iron cuffs. His legs were chained 
as soon as he was seated. 

Rumors concerning the whereabouts 
of Dillinger continued to flit through 
this town. Some were so serious that 
General Harold M. Bush, in charge 


of national guardsmen, forwarded them 
to his headquarters in Columbus, re- 
sulting in the placing of a guard 
around Governor George White's of- 
ficial home. 

“Ninety-eight per cent of the ru- 
mors are false, but 2 per cent of them 


appear to have some basis in truth,” 
General Bush said. 

Governor White said the reason he 
acquiesced to the placing of the guard 
was that Adjutant General Frank D. 
Henderson told him Indiana officials 
had found indications of a plot on 
the Indiana executive mansion in Dil- 
linger’s effects when he was captured 
at Dayton last September. He was 
seized at that time to face a charge 
of robbing a Bluffton, Ohio, bank.

Richmond, Va., president of the Na- 
tional Federation of Business § and 
Professional Women’s Clubs, praised 
women for their understanding of hu- 
man needs and appealed for their con- 
tinued courage. vision, initiative and 
co-operation. Me said “that due to 
woman’s indefa*igable effort much so- 
cial legislation has already been 
achieved both in state and federal 
government in the way both of per- 
manent statutes and emergency meas- 
ures.” 

President Rooseveit’s proclamation 
in a measure took the place of the 
formal announcement which was to 
have been made by Mrs. Roosevelt, 
who was scheduled to speak Monday 
in a coast-to-coast broadcast, but who 
is in Puerto Rico. Mrs. Roosevelt 
will be heard over Station WABC, 
Columbia network, on Saturday, 
March 17, from 4 to 4:15 o'clock. 

National business women’s week in 
Atlanta was formally ushered in with 
a radio message Sunday morning 
over WGST by Dr. D. Witherspoon 
Dodge, pastor of the church of the 
air, who paid glowing tribute to wom- 
en generally and expressed his belief 
that largely through women will come 
about a more humane distribution of 
the profits of industry, and, therefore, 
a more just social and economic 
status generally. He spoke of the 
remarkable achievement of women in 
educational and religious work; along 
scientific and research and practical- 
ly all lines of endeavor, touching on 
the fine work of numerous women 
leaders, including Mrs. Hoosevelt, 
Miss Frances Perkins, Miss Grace 
Abbott.

It is true that a crescent moon 
looks small, but we see it from a 
distance of close to a quarter of a} 
million miles. If we could get close | 
enough to it, we would see that it is 


larger than anythin which Gene 
could “go uptown and buy.” 

The moon, of course, remains the 
same size all through the month. On 
one night we see more of it lighted 
up than on another night; but that 
does not mean a change in its diam- 
eter—2,160 miles. The earth's diam- 
eter is almost four time as great as 
the moon’s. 

Let us compare the planets in a 
rough way. We may think of Mer- 
cury as a pinhead. Mars as a grain 


“og rice. Venus and the earth as small 


peas, Uranus and Neptune as cher- 
ries, and Saturn and Jupiter as large 
plums. The size of Pluto is not cer- 
tainly known. 

_All the planets might be placed in- 
side the sun, with space left for many 
others. 

In addition to the planets named, 
we have the Little Planets, also call- 
ed “Planetoids” or “Asteroids.” 

The Little Planets are extremely 
small, compared with the others. Very 
likely they are the broken parts of 
a planet which exploded vast ages 
ago, or of two planets which bumped 
into each other. 

About 1,100 Little Planets are 
known at the present time; but there 

ay be many more than that. Some 
are so small that they have been 
brought into sight only by recently- 
built telescopes of great power. 

Part of the Little Planets measure 
only three to six miles in diameter. 
If you could go to one of them, and 
live after you got there, you would 
find yourself very  light-footed. It 
would be no trick, while you were 
running to take steps 50 or 60 feet in 
length!

and some intermediates, the grand 
slam can and should be bid, based on 
the gamble that these intermediates 
will appear where they are not most 
needed. Occasionally, of course, sev- 
eral honors held in one or both hands 
turn out to be useless and, as a re- 
sult, Declarer either cannot make the 
hand or must resort to a squeeze.

3—The automatic response, showing 
possession of two aces. 

4— With his partner’s first-round two 
no-trump bid and the definite 
knowledge that North holds two 
aces, South is justified in contract- 
ing for the grand slam.

Any golf swing requires absolute concentration. That is 
why, for instance, the player who requires a great deal of time 
in his stance, with many, many waggles, is cutting down his 
chances of a swing. 

He cannot concentrate—absolutely—for more than 
three seconds. Laffoon said: “I have felt my concen- 
tration flow away and then return.” 

The idea is to get up there and hit it while the mind is on 
the swing. The boys who waggle and waggle and waggle are 
merely beating themselves out of any chance at a real swing. 

The pause on shots about the green which the good 
professionals insist on, is to permit the heart to slow 
down. The fast walk from the long shot to the ball 
speeds up the heart. The long look around, the study 
of green and position, is more than half a mere rest 
period to get back that normality of heart and pulse. 
The same thing explains why a rest is good before a 
drive—if there has been a climb or a long walk to the 
tee. 

It’s very, very complicated—the mechanical side of golf.

BATTING PUNCH 
10 LOWLY CLUB 


Players Fired With 
Fighting Spirit and 
Should Be Tough.

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., March 
12.—(#)—-The American league may 
get a surprise package this year from 
a source it least expects—the St. 
Louis BroWns, under the dynamie 
eadership of one of baseball's all-time 
batsmen, Rogers Hornsby. 

If the “Rajah” himself can hold 
down a playing job at third base, as 
he expects to do, at least at the -out- 
set of the pennant race, the club will 
have the benefit of more batting punch 
than it has had in years. Hornsby 
has been hitting the ball a mile in 
raining camp, besides imparting a 
lot of useful batting knowledge to his 
young charges. He is optimistic now 
that his legs will stand the strain 
of considerable action, if not a com- 
plete comeback. 

PILOTED WINNER. 

The broad-shouldered Texan, who 
battered National league fences for 
the better part of 18 years and piloted 
a pennant winner in his first year as 
manager of the St. Louis Cardinals, 


| took charge of the Browns last Au- 


gust. too late to get them out of the 
American league cellar. He has a 
two-year contract and tackled his new 
job with characteristically direct and 
forceful methods. 

Naturally the “Rajah” is not en- 
tertaining illusions about developing 
a pennant contender overnight. Horns- 
by is at all times a baseball! realist. 
He has, however, already made some 
striking. changes, developed genuine 
fighting spirit in the entire squad and 
recruited some excellent pitching ma- 
terial. 

The Browns have nearly always 
been a fine defensive club. They were 
runners-up for club fielding honors 
even last year, when they finished in 
the cellar, but they have consistently 
lacked real punch. Hornsby has been 
conducting drill daily with two bat- 
ting cages going at top speed.

As a youngster starting out in the 
sandlots around Augusta, Jim Bag- 
by, the elder, ran into the usual dis- 
appointments. He started out pitch- 
ing around his neighborhood and in 
1909, got a job with the Augusta 
Wolves, a semi-pro club managed by 
Marvin Wolfe, well-known Augustan

Jim won 19 games and lost 1, And 
then came tough break No. 1. The 
Augusta professional club, run by 
Harry Norcum,. offered him a_ con- 
tract. Jim had a job with a railroad, 
which paid him $70 a month. He quit 
the job to sign with Norcum. In two 
weeks, however, he was given his re- 
lease and was without job of any 
kind. 

Luckily Jim Bagby had a friend on 
the Augusta club—a catcher named 
Dudley—who knew Line Stickney. 
brother of Bill Stickney, and _ then 
manager of the Hattiesburg, Miss., 
club in the Cotton States league. Linc 
Stickney gave Jim a job, paying him 
$10 more than the Augusta job had 
paid him. ; 

As such things often are, it proved 
to be a good break. He had a good 
year at Hattiesburg, went to Mont- 
gomery in 1911, and was drafted by 
Cincinnati in 1912.

Spy Hill, Brennan's personal selec- 
tion of the lot, spent the winfer at 
the local farm and ‘impresses the 
writer as a colt that will bear watch- 
ing in his three-year-old campaign.

Smith feels that Bobby faces a most 
difficult task in trying to win at Au- 
gusta. It depends, he says, on Jones’ 
mental attitude, the faster pace among 
the pros, and—the “breaks.” 

“Mechanically, Jones is hitting the 
ball as well as ever. But the mental 
strain will be heavy. It may be hard 
for him to get back his perfect con- 
centration. He will be filled with 
anxiety. I have found that after a lay- 
off sometimes you return with ambi- 
tion that enables you to play better 
than ever and other times the anxious- 
ness works against your game. 

“Also the pace is faster than in 
the days Jones played. I believe the 
leading professionals are 25 per cent 
improved. There are more good pros 
now and the boys at the top just 
naturally have to shoot lower scores 
to get in the money,” Smith said. 


YOUNGER STARS. 


A number of younger stars have 
come along in the last four years who 
have never played against Jones and 
some of them are confident enough 
not to have any fear of Bobby. Run- 
yan is one who has never played in 
a tournament with Jones since his 
game propelled him among the leaders. 


“If the professionals play the same 
fine golf at Augusta that they have 
displayed in other tournaments this 
season it is going to be mighty diffi- 
eult for Jones to win.-The odds are 
going to be great against him.

Wall Street continues to pay close 
attention to the fate of the Fletcher- 
Rayburn stock market regulation bill.

CHICAGO, March 12.—(4)—Jumps 
of more than 2 cents a bushel in wheat 
prices late today accompanied an un- 
expectedly big decrease of the United 
States wheat visible supply. 

The decrease of wheat stocks 
amounted to 3,548,000 bushels the 
past week, and showed a reduction to 
97,092,000 bushels, the smallest total] 
since July, 1929. This was the first 
time during the intervening period 
the supply had fallen below 100,000,- 
000 bushels, and was in sharp contrast 
with the total a year ago 142,431,000 
bushels. 

A sudden splurge of buying of 
wheat futures was witnessed as deal- 
ings drew to an end, with the market 
closing firm at nearly the day’s top, 
7-8 to 13-8 above Saturday’s finish, 
corn 1-8 to 3-8 up, oats 3-8 to 5-5 
advanced, and provisions unchanged 
to 5 cents decline. 

Renewed activity and strength in 
wheat followed early setbacks of 
prices here that were owing a good 
deal to the fact Liverpool quotations 
today had entirely failed to respond 
to Saturday's sharp upturn on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

Corn and oats rallied with wheat. 
A decrease of 1,293,000 bushels in 
the corn visible supply was some- 
what above trade expectations.

TOKYO, March 13.—(Tuesday)— 
(P)—An official announcement today 
said “it was considered certain” that 
113 men, including six officers, per- 
ished when their crack torpedo boat, 
the Tomozuru, capsized yesterday off 
the Sasebo naval base during man- 
euvers. 

Most of the sailors were trapped 
inside the stricken craft with no 
chance of escaping. 

Officers aboard the cruiser Tatsuta, 
which was towing the Tomozuru, keel 
upward, back to Sasebo, heard a ham- 
mering inside the capsized hull until 
late Monday, but ceased after grow- 
ing fainter and fainter for five hours. 

Men aboard the Tatsuta were pow- 
erless to help. 

Not until the tragic convoy, which 
is proceeding at a speed of only two 
knots, reaches Sasebo later today can 
full details of the tragedy or the 
deaths be learned. 

Officers aboard the Tomozuru’s sis- 
ter ships, the Manazuru and Chidori, 
which, with the Tatsuta participated 
in the ill-fated maneuvers, said the 
practice began at 1 a. m. Monday in

The stricken vessel, of 527 tons, was 
considered to have one of the heaviest 
armaments ever planned for a ship her 
size. 

Naval officials refused to disclose 
the exact nature of the disaster, but 
the navy ministry said the craft had 
been found “badly damaged and drift- 
ing, many of her crew believed drown- 
el” after being missing since early 
Monday morning. 

The number she carried in the fata] 
trip was much larger than her normai

“Rescue efforts are proceeding,” the 


navy office said, after the torpedo boat 


was relocated at 1 p. m. Several des- 
troyers were sent to the scene. 

The Tomozuru was completed Feb- 
ruary 26. It is of a new type and, 
since its tonnage is less than 600, is 
outside the range of the London naval 


|| treaty limits. Three sister ships were 


recently finished, and it was under- 
stood 18 others are being built or 
planned, each having three 5-inch guns 
and considered equal in fighting power 
to older and bigger craft. 

Vessels of this class were reported 
to have special anti-capsizing devices.

Did some one ask how to get a 
stuffed owl? All you have to do is 


find the owl, and then have it stuffed. 
Seriously, if you are thinking of hav: 
ing some sport shooting crows, you 
can get an owl by setting a tall pole 
trap in a hen yard, or on the edge of 
a field. I would not recommend an in- 
diseriminate setting of such traps, for 
they will catch many hawks and owls 
of desirable sorts. However, if you set 
it at night. you can eliminate the prob- 
ability of taking a hawk, and the 
chances are that you will get a great 
horned owl. Then just skin it. and 
stuff it crudely. It doesn’t matter if 
the feathers are ruffled. They will be 
in worse shape than that before the 


Some bird lovers might object on 
the grounds that wholesale practise of 
this method will exterminate the crow.
